Applicant response in paper No. 12 is hereby acknowledged. Claims 1-10, 13, 15-18, 22, 
and 23 are pending in this application. 

Response to Amendments 

The amendment filed September 22, 2003 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: the removal of the R3 proviso expands the scope of 
the claim, which now permits n=k=0, R3 to be OH or alkoxy. This material is excluded by the 
specification. See page 9, line 8. The removal of the proviso thus constitutes new matter. In 
addition, M is defined as a piperidine, a piperazine, a pyrrolidine in claims 5, 22, and 23. It is 
unclear whether M is meant to be the core with C(0)k-(CH2) n - ? n=k^0 or the core with n=k=0. 
For the reasons given above, claims 1-10, 13, 15-18 remain rejected and newly added claims 22 
and 23 are rejected. 

There is no convincing showing under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16(b) why the proposed amendment is 
necessary and was not earlier presented.
